California. Summary: Calendar year, 1900, 22 cases, 22 deaths; 1901, 30 cases, 25 
deaths; 1902, 41 cases, 41 deaths; 1903, 17 cases, 17 deaths; six months ended July 1, 
1904, 8 deaths and 1 recovery.
